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@ MY WOODEN NICKEL’S WORTH... by LouVeah 


In 1985, 20th Century Fox released a film titled “Romancing the Stone”, 
starring Michael Douglas, Kathleen Turner, and Danny DeVito. The sequel fo this 
movie was called, “The Jewel of the Nile”, released in 1986. t was the fitle of 
this second film that inspired the wooden nickel shown at fight. | simply 
changed “Nile“ to “Pile". It's just a spoof, 
a novelty wood. The idea came to me 
several years ago and if was af that time 
that | purchased the “jewels” from a craft 
store, storing them all those years until 
March 2003. They are, of course, only 
acrylic, yet realistic enough to be effective. 
They are set into a shallow drilled hole and 
glued in to hold them fast. The “bump” or protruding portion of the jewel should 
be protected since ft is only plastic and will probably damage easily. 

tt was not an easy project. Starting with a blank wood each nickel required 
Q total of 12 steps to complete, including stamping without foil, stamping with 

“a foil, careful alignment, hand painting, as well as the drilling and gluing. With an 
end product quantity of 200 the tofal operations for the issue is 2,400. This has 
to be bordering on insanity! They were not issued because | deemed them fo 
be too bizarre to be acceptable. They're well aged, having sat in storage for 
over 3 years. Now | have relented and decided | will let them go at the CNA 
2006 in Niagara Falls. May the collectors forgive me for this biafant promofion 
of my own wood. See you there!
